of contact, the achievement of real accord 


to the Greeks. Earl Curzon himself had 
sent @ Note to the Turks making certain 
proposals for a settlement. The Allies 
ask the Greeks to evacuate Smyrna, 
which in future would have the status 
of a “neutral” area under Turkish 
sovereignty, and to entrust the negotiation 
of a peace settlement to the Allied Powers. 
The Note to Turkey invited Mustapha 
Kemal to abandon his project of launch- 
ing an offensive and to give up his 
claim to Eastern Thrace. The Tarkish 
chieftain, of course, will do nothing of the 
sort. He has almost succeeded in bring- 
ing about a fasion between the Govern- 
ments of Angora and Constantinople, and 
is certainly in no mood for compromise. 
His attitude is that the Greeks attacked his 
strongholds without the slightest provoca- 
tion and must be prepared to take the con- 
sequences of their arrogance. 

Mustapha Kemal’s refusal to consent to 
a compromise had been anticipated. The 
Allies’ hopes were centred on the Greeks, 
who, they thought, would welcome an 
opportunity of saving what remained to be 
saved of their power and prestige. The 
Greeks, however, are proving to be just as 
stiff-necked as the Turks. King Con- 
stantine’s Government, it is under- 
st od, is drawing up a reply to M. 
Briand, ‘declining the offer of Allied 
intervention and refusing, politely but 
firmly, to suspend hostilities in Asis 
Minor. According to messages from 
Athens the Greeks say that matters have 
gone too far now, and that the proposals 
contained in the Allies’ Note are much 
too vague. They throw the blame for 
everything on the Turks, and declare 
that peace never will come to the 
Near East until the Turks are separated 
from the Christians and the latter are 
freed once and for all from the Ottoman 
yoke. If the Allies fail in their mission 
of civilisaiion, Greece will not forget it or 
abandon it. In other words, Greece in- 
tends to look after her own affairs, and 
when she wants peace with Kemal 
she will ask for it. The result, of 
course, is virtually a foregone conclusion. 
We shall hear of the usual advance accord- 
ing to plan; there will be a few nights of 
fireworks in Athens; and after a couple of 
weeks the retreat will begin and the 
opposing armies will settle down to pre- 
pare for the next offensive. There is no 
finality about “Tino's” wars. He never 
admits that he is beaten; but he never 
wins, and, if the present movement in 
favour of peace comes to nought, the his- 
tory of the Trojan War—only so far as the 
duration is concerned—is likely to repeat 
itself. 

The Allies cannot afford to allow this 
wretched war to continue indefinitely. In 
the first place, it is being waged in order 
to upset the Treaty of Sévres. Should the 
Greeks win it, by any freak of fate, they 
make no secret of their intention to extend 
their zone of occupation at Smyrna far 
beyond the limits of the Treaty; and, 1! 
fortune smiles on the Turks, the whole 
Treaty will be scrapped. For this reason 
alone the Allies should make every effort, 
not only by the despatch of Notes, but by 
resolute action, to bring this ridiculous 
adventure to an end. In the next place, 
so long as the Greek and Turk are at. war, 
Islam will be discontented. Turkish 
politicians are very subtle fomentors of 
strife, and they are making the Kalifate 
question a major issue in the present cam- 
paign. Britain, they argue, has heen sup- 
porting the Greeks, not because she has 
any love for Constantine, buf because she 
wants to weaken the Moslem power. This 
mischievous idea finds credence in Egypt, 
in Mesopotamia, in Russia, and in India, 
and, now that the so-called constitutional 
Turks are about to join forces with 
Mustapha Kemal, the old Cross and 
Crescent bogey will be raised again. 
Finally, the world wants peace. for 
almost seven years now the resources of 
civilisation have been squandered in an 
orgy of bloodshed. The League of Nations 
was. founded in order to set a term to 
slaughter; but for a variety of reasons it 
has failed completely. The Great Powers, 
including America, should assert their 
authority in all those places like Asia 
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v nt, apparently, had 
what was going to happen and 
i We 


. The reduction was overdue;

Profit and Loss. 


During the war and for some time after- 
wards huge fortunes were made in the 
trade. however, that 
they were not permanent fortunes. To-day 
the woollen merchants of Great Britain 
are confronted with a financial crisis. 
According to the Birmingham Post, many 
of them are unable to meet their liabilities 
to cloth manufacturers and some have been 
compelled to call creditors’ meetings. The 
explanation is two-fold. The profits of 
the “ boom '' period have been extinguished 
by the later depression in trade, and huge 
losses have been sustained through the 
sharp fall in prices. Orders have been 
cancelled ; fresh buying is almost at a 
stand-still; and stocks already sold have 
been thrown back upon the merchants’ 
hands. To-day they find themselves unable 
to pay for the wares which were ordered, 
at inflated prices, for delivery in the spring 
of this year. Manufacturers have agreed to 
grant extended credit; but this concession 
does not compensate for the absence of 
cloth-buyers. It is said that new fabrics 
can be bought now from the manufacturers 
at prices very far below those which ruled 
at the beginning of 1920. Unfortunately 
for the man-in-the-street, the price. of cloth 
is. only one of several factors in the price

favoured districts, and it seems a pity to 
hold out expectations which cannot be 
realised. In what other callings are men 
being paid 150 per cent. more than they 
earned in 1913? Very few, I trow. 

In Labour circles it is thought that the 
main result of the Brighton Labour Con- 
ference is the death of direct action as a 
Labour weapon. The principal men in 
the party now recognise that direct action 
is no. good, particularly in the facé of the 
nation. Even Mr. F. Hodges, the Secre- 
tary of the Miners’ Federation, has been 
converted: to the fact that it does not pay 
and that constitutional action will serve 
the purposes of Labour far better. lf 
such a dare dw is made and accepted all 
round, and the extremists are sent to the 
right about, Labour and Capital can get 
together again and bring about such a 
boom in trade as the country has not seen 
for a long time. 

The first business in the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon was the moving of a 
new writ for Mid-Down, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the acceptance by Sir J. Craig 
of the ofhce of Prime Minister of Northern 
Ireland. The House then went again into 
Committee on the Finance Bill, and, to 
ensure the conclusion of this stage of the 
measure, Mr. Chamberlain moved the sus- 
pension of the 5 o’clock rule. The pre- 
caution proved needless. Such amend- 
ments as there were on the paper dealt 
with points of detail, which did not afford 
scope for much discussion, and, with re- 
gard to many of them, members in whose 
names they appeared failed to put in an 
appearance. Perhaps, the weather had 
something to do with it, but, as events 
proved, less than an hour sufficed to finish 
off the Bill, which was duly reported to the 
House, 

It is rumoured to-day that the Prime 
Minister does not intend to part with Dr. 
Addison when he leaves tue post of 
Minister without portfolio, but that a new 
place will be found for him on the Govern- 
ment Front Bench. The Prime Minister 
will have to be very careful in this connec- 
tion, for many members incline to the 
opinion that Dr. Addison is too ready to 
commit the Government to the expendi- 
ture of public money. 

Lord Salisbury s attack upon the Coali- 
tion Government in Thé Times to-day has 
something of the incisiveness that 
characterised his father’s controversial 
writing.

SU™GGESTED REMEDIES. 

The Loeal Government Board for Ireland ha« 
imued the report of Dr. J. W. Bigger, D_P.H.., 
the Board's bactericlogist, detailing the resyulis 
milk supphed for ordinary. public consumption 
in Dublin. The bacteriologist examined one 
hundred samples of the milk being delivered in 
Dublin in the ordimary way. The general 
results could not be described as creditable, and 
Dr. Bigger decided that to allow some of 
milks which he tested to be sold for food was 
absolutely wrong. Fifty samples were wsted 
for the presence of tubercle bacilli, and positive 
resulis were obtained in four instances capable 
of causing taubercolosie in the consumers.

In America 
many of the cities and towns have } Com- 
missions chosen by the local medical authorities. 
These Commissions authorise certain dairies to 
supply “ certified " milk—that is, milk which 
attains a certain standard of freedom fram bae- 
teria.

The engine and leading coaches jumped 
the gap without injury, but the bombs 
exploded under several coaches which 
were derailed and some of which ran 
over the embankment. 

The casualties were :—Killed—Three ordl- 
nary ranks, 10th Hussars, and the 
guard of the train.. Injured (approxi- 
mately)}-—T'wo other ranks: and the 
assistant guard of the train. 

About thirty horses were killed or de- 
stroyed owing to their injuries. 

Our Dundalk Correspendent says that early 
in the morning a pilot engine was despatched 
from Belfast in advance of trains carryiag 
soldiers, and this engine found no obstacles on 
the line. Afterwards two trains contaming 
soldiers passed Dundalk without incident. The 
third train, containing the third section of the 
10th Hussars (Prince of Wales’ Own) left Bel- 
fast shortly after the second train. ‘The men 
had nt the week in Belfast, having acted as 
a bodywuard for the King from the docks to 
the Uister Hall when His Majesty opened the 
Parliament. on Wednesday. This section of the 
Hussars, with their horses, came without in- 
cident to a point about a mile north of Ada 
voylke and three miles south of Bessbrook.

FOUR PERSONS SHOT. 
Telegraphing last aight, our Ennis Corre 
spondent says: A remarkable scene, which was 
attended with fatal consequences, was witnessed 
this afternoon in Ennis. At about half-pass 
three o'clock a police comstable was seen to rush 
through O'Connell strect, apparently im pursuit 
of a young’ man, at whom he is said to have 
fired a revolver. The man fell, and the con- 
stable returned in the direction from which he 
had come, and -was then seen m pursuit of 
T man through Market street, whom, it is 
alleged, he also shot. Other shots were heard, 
and one struck Miss Hewitt and a child, aged 
five years, named Pat Morrissey, who died on 
his way to the infirmary. The nret man who 
was wounded was attended by Dr, McMahon in 
Coghlan’s Medical Hall, O'Connell street. He 
was found to have a wound m the upper part 
of the thigh. His name is Francis Keane, of 
Kilmamona. The second man, Pat O'Keeffe, af 
the same place, a cousin of Keane's, has a 
wound through the body, which is believed to 
be dangerous. Miss Hewitt has a wound in the 
thigh. Little Morrissey was wounded through 
the shoulder and lung. The constable, whose 
name was said to be Murdock, from Bnatistymon, ' 
was, it was stated, afierwards taken to the 
barrack.
